S^tue yenis 
fi<;o he purchased n sung e;ist!e in the Scotch 
Highlands, with all the baronial appurte- 
nances nquired iua habitation of that kind, 
giving him a standiu" amon^ the British 
aristocracy tbat jus titled Iris ambition of 
running for Parliament, which he ia said to 
have entertained, 
Aa hofiited the owner of 


a castle, he tulopUd the lordly stylp ol driv- 
ing over the roads of the United Kingdom 
fonr-in-hnnd, and viewed the historic scenes 
associated for centuries with the doings of 
kings and nobles from the elevated seat of a 
tally-ho conch. Mr. Elaine, on one occasion, 
participated in one of these high-toned ex- 
cursions. 


And now we learn that Mr. Carnegie ha> 


added to his baronial possessions in Great 
Britain by the purchase of "an old English 
mansion, witj modern improvements, which 
he can reach by Ihirty-seven minutes' ride 
from London, .and a five-mile drive through 
a dense forest of the Queen, through which 
he has acquired the permission of passage 
and a private gate of entrance-" 


Here are all the conditions required for an 


establishment ol unquestionable baronial 
character. The mansion is "old English, 
yon know, and the circumstance of its beiyg 
approached through a lorest belonging to tbe 
Qoeen, places it among tbe lordly establish- 
ments of Old England. And the fact tbat 
he can get to it by a private gate through 
permission of Her" Msjfatj, nbows ihe terms 


upon which Mr. Carnegie stands with the 
s^meigo of Great Britain. 


We ore led to these remarks by the tlionglit 


that nl! tlii? lordly state has had its origin 
in the American tariff, 
for a number of 


years that loitering measure placed such a 
protection on steel rails and structural steel 
Hi'it Mr. Carnegie's annn,il share of the pro- 
fi's of his firm alone amounted to a million 
diillnrs. This was, Indeed, an exemplifica- 
tion ol Ihe hpMtiit i.f H high tariff, bnt while 
the profit.'< of the proprietors were swelled 
to so vast »n extent, there (lid not seem to l>e 
any swelling of the wages of their workmen. 
In Iwt it has been ouly within the, last year 
that the unplnves a[ the lit ad dock sleel 
works were on stiike in conf-eqneuee of a 10 
per c-ut cut in their wa^es, they being t'oiced 
to submit Iwcuu^e they saw that their strag- 
gle would be unavailing. 


We do not wish to create enmity toward 


Mr. Carnegie on account ol his great wealth 
acquhed through tin; American system oi 
protection, but it isn't out i'f the way lo al- 
lude to his case at this time when the t'lrifl 
advocates are preparing to enter the Picii- 
dbutml campaign with the argument that 
their wysteni innst be maintained for the 
benefit ot Ihe working people.—rinlutltipli'm 
If, rnli!.

BATTLE OF BLADENSBDRG. 


Tke Burning of the National Capitol. 


Jfit. "KinTou: On tlie morning of 


Wednesday, tlie 24th of June, 1814, Uie 
troops of tlie District of Columbia, who 
liiul encamped in the city of Wiishington 
the preceding evening, were ordered on 
to Hhulfjnsburg, where a body of men 
from Baltimore. \vus stationed. The ap- 
proach of the enemy being ascertained, 
tlie united forces were drawn up in 
order ot b.ittle near the bridge which 
crosses the Kastern linmcb of the I'o- 
toinac, about four miles from the Capi- 
tol.

Queer Economy. 


One of the noticable things often dia- 


closer?, is tlie qtiper economy displayed 
in feeding stock. The man who will 
turn f.welve or fourteen quarts of meal 
daily into the manger of a fattening 
steer, to make 4 cent beet', will, as a 
rule, dole out meal to a cow with a 
spoon: the first to make two pounds of 
beef worth S or 10 cents, and the same 
meal if fed to a good cow, would make 
a pound of 30 cent butter. The money 
for the beet' can only be securethonce, 
aiul that after one to three years, when 
the steer is sold, while the returns from 
the cow come in as fast as good batter 
caii be made—a daily income, Not all 
beef feeders should become dairymen; 
but dairymen, hosts of them, could and 
would do far better, if they would imi- 
tate the feeders for beef, and feed theii 
cowa grain with a liberal hand, and not 
a spoon. The cow that gives large 
quantities ot: rich milk must have food 
and lots of it, and if the cow is natural- 
ly a good one, she will respond with a 
paying yield. The queer economy ot 
limited feeding should give place to one 
of liberality. This can be made less ex- 
pensive by providing large stores ot 
bright fodder corn, sweet corn fodder 
silage ami home grown corn and oats 
and iields of clover. Then with good 
cows, dairying will pay, without resort 
to this kind of economy.

Surface-Working Cures Many Ills. 
Kir*. CorxTT.Y GKN rLr.M.VN'.— As 


the planting season is approaching, it 
will be time well spent. 1 think, to study 
up the whys and wherefores of previous 
"successes and failures. 1 wi^h to >ay 
someth'ng about growing corn. In my 
own experience, 1 have giown a few 
times about as large crops as anybody, 
and several tmu-.-as poor. Three causes 
have operated effectively against me, all 
of which 1 believe were avoidable had 1 
been acquainted with their nature ami 
remed>. They were formation of rrust 
after planting, interfering with Miccess- 
ful germination, insect;, and lice, pulling 
by blackbirds and uuder-imining by 
moles. 


! have come to believe that one meth- 


od of treatment world cure all these 
evils, since the> are nil clo>ely related 
at the >tart. 1 had long heard of sur- 
face culture as being the correct way of 
treating corn and kindred crops, but 
(mild not belie\e it until forced to do so 
by ob>ervation and exptrience, which 
quickly proved that Mirface culture was 
the k-nnote ot' success in such crops.

corn, particular!} if early planted, there 
conies a dashing lain »tonii. beating the 
.ground down ll.it and .smooth, which, 
at'lei dr> ing out, lorms a eruM of more 
or le>;> thicknrs>.

Planting Evergreens. 


May and August are good months. 


The impression prevails that there in 
more risk with them than with decidu- 
ous trees, and this is undoubtedly true 
when trees of a considerable size arc 
taken. It is essential that there should 
be immediate root action to supply the 
immediate draft upon the i esoureen of 
the tree. It is thus evident that Fail i» 
not a favorable time for plantini;. In 
our climate there is little or no root ac- 
tion from November until May. Then- 
is a very general agreement among 
planters that early Spring is also an ob- 
jectionable time. Tlie ground in March 
or April is usually wet and the root 
action must necessarily be very slug- 
gish, and unable to supply the incieas- 
ing demand from evaporation. 
But in 


the month of May says 1'rijndm- <nn-- 
dening the ground has become wanner 
and all the organs of the tree arc excit- 
ed into activity. It has been found by 
uniform experience that a most suitable 
time for removal is just as the buds be- 
gin to swell and indications of returning 
life appear. There is sap enough stored 
in the tree to sustain it until the speed} 
action of the roots will continue the 
supply. Consequently the great bull; of 
this work is done in our latitude in the 
month of May. The month of August, 
however, has been found as a most suit- 
able time, and an e.xtensne experi'-ucc 
has confirmed the truth of this.—Jin.—

Good, it is true, but we have been 
exceptionally exempt from midaiial di- 
seases while having a full shaie of othei 
adments. Oar neighbois use the cus- 
tomary sunken \ aiilts, leeking with pes- 
tiferous odors, to poison tlie atmosphere 
and lo saturate the soil, perhaps con- 
taminating wells and cisterns in close 
proximity.
